Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present:  to  yon  the  Annua!  Report  of  the 

Medka!  Officer  ol  Health  for  1955. 

As  in  previous  years  this  report  includes  details  of  services 
provided  In  the  District  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  (West  Rid- 
mg  Comity  Council). 

The  vital  statistics  of  the-  District  show  little  change  from  the 
previous  year,  although  there  is  a slight  rise  in  the  birth  rate.  The 
number  of  infant  deaths  is  the  same  as  last  year,  but  this  year  both 
of  these  were  due  to  causes  which  at  present  are  unpreventable.  It 
is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  some  day  in  the  near  future  our  Infant 
MimalLy  rate  wilt  he  Nil.  There  is  also  no  significant  change  in  the 
proportions  of  the  various  causes  of  death  or  in  the  ages. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year,  although  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Paratyphoid  Fever  and  Food 
Poisoning  were  notified.  The  three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  no 
doubt  part  of  the  wide-spread  occurrence  of  this  disease'  throughout 

the  County. 

The  services  provided:  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily.  There  is  still  a considerable  demand  for 
hospital  and  maternity  home  accommodation  by  expectant 
mothers.  Sixty-eight  per  cent,  of  all  notified  births  occurred  in 
these  institutions. 

In  October  the  new  clink  premises  at  the  “ Hollies,”  Cemetery 
Road,  were  brought  into  use,  In  place  of  the  rather  cramped 
accommodation  at  Greenside  which  had  served,  the  district  for  11 
years.  The  new  premises  have  a slight  disadvantage  in  being  away 
from  the  centre  ©£  the  town,  but  this  is  offset  by  the  increased 
accommodation  and  the  fact  that  the  new  situation  is  more  con- 
venient for  children  attending  from  schools.  The  accommodation 
on  the  first  floor  of  tills  house  provides  a.  Dental  Clinic  and  as  a 
School  Dental  Officer  has  been  appointed  to  this  area,  a service  of 
Dental  Inspection  and  treatment  is  now  available  for  school 
children  in  Heekmondwike  after  an  interval  of  lb  years.  Also  on 
the  first  floor  is  a self-contained  flat  providing  accommodation  for 
the  Home-Nurse  of  this  District. 

In  August  Miss  E.  Worthington  retired  from  the  post  of  Health 
Visitor  after  11  years  valuable  service  to  the  mothers  and  children 
of  the  district.  She  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  E.  Day. 

In  the  work  of  the  Home-Nursing  Service  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  Nurse’s  visits  are  being  made  to  give  injections  for  such  con- 
ditions as  Diabetes,  Anaemia  and  in  the  use  of  Antibiotics  in  treat- 
ment. In  many  cases  the  Nurse  gives  general  nursing  care  as  well, 
but  in  other  cases,  such  as  in  elderly  Diabetic  patients,  frequent  or 
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even  daily  visits  are  paid  for  the  purpose  of  injection  only.  This 
is  one  result  of  an  increased  tendency,  in  recent  years,  to  use  this 
method  of  administering  drugs. 

The  number  of  cases  provided  with  domestic  help  showed  a 
small  increase  during  the  year  and  much  the  largest  part  of  this 
service  is  devoted  to  aged  persons. 

In  spite  of  the  shortened  hours  of  opening  and  the  changed 
conditions  of  admission,  tfhe  Day  Nursery  continued  to  receive 
children.  One  interesting  feature  of  its  work  being  the  regularity 

of  attendance  of  these  children  admitted.  The  average  attendance 
throughout  the  year  being  79%. 

Mental  Health  has  now  become  one  of  the  major  sub-divisions 
of  the  personal  health  services.  The  Social  Worker  has  a steadily 
increasing  amount  of  work  to  do  in  the  supervision  of  mental  defec- 
tives; leaving  perhaps  all  too  little  time  to  devote  to  the  social  wel- 
fare of  patients  requiring  66  after-care  ” on  discharge  from  Mental 
Hospitals. 

The  Housing,  Rents  and  Repairs  Act  of  last  year  has  provided 
the  most  notable  work  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year, 
in  connection  with  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  and 
improvement  grants.,  AH  iof  tire  latter  have  'been  from  ownero 
occupiers.  A Clearance  Order  has  also  been  made  involving  18 
houses  in  Upper  Beauregard  Street  as  a first  step  In  the  removal  of 
unfit  houses  in  the  town. 

A considerable  amount  of  ihe  Sanitary  Inspector’s  time  is 
being  devoted  to  Food  Hygiene  and  the  number,  of  visits  paid  to 
food  premises  has  been  increased.  In  addition  to  this,  special  atten- 
tion has  been  paid  to  food  stalls  in  the  Market.  Samples  of  Ice- 
Cream  are  tested  through  the  year  and  the  results  are  used  to  assess 
the  standard  of  hygiene  in  production  and  distribution.  These 
results  showed  a slight  improvement  on  last  year.  Special  attention 
has  recently  been  paid  throughout  the  country  to  various  forms  of 
processed  egg  used  in  the  confectionery  trade,  as  tests  on  samples 
of  this  substance  have  shown  the  presence  of  food-poisoning 
organisms.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  on  one  such  test  in  this 
district,  which  was  positive,  bet  no  actual  illness  was  attributed  to 
this  stock. 

I am  once  more  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Clark,  the  Council’s 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  compiling  the  sections  dealing  with  Sanitary 
Services,  Housing,  and  refuse  collection  and  disposal.  I have  also 
to  thank  Miss  K.  Lister,  Chief  Clerk,  in  the  Divisional  Health 
Office  for  her  assistance  in  the  production  of  this  report.

Sewer  Infestation 

Four  maintenance  treatments  of  sewer  manholes  have  been 
carried  out  at  three  monthly  intervals  using  direct  poison  method. 
At  the  Test  Bait  carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  takes  were 
recorded  at  66  manholes  which,  although  an  increase  on  the 
number  (55)  recorded  last  year,  shows  the  sewer  infestation  to  be 
confined  to  the  central  area  and  certain  branches  in  outlying 
districts. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Two  observations,  each  of  thirty  minutes’  duration,  were  made 
of  factory  chimneys  in  the  District.  No  excessive  emission  of  black 
smoke  or  nuisance  was  noted. 

Smokeless  fuel  burning  grates  are  installed  in  all  houses 
erected  by  the  Council  but  it  would  still  appear  that  bituminous 
coal  is  burned  in  practically  all  cases.

Handling  and  Distribution  of  Food 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  food,  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  are  in  operation  with- 
in the  District. 

During  the  course  of  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  the 
application  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the 
Food  Handling,  etc.  Byelaws  are  explained  to  occupiers,  and  in 
this  connection  107  verbal  caubons  in  respect  of  contraventions 
have  been  issued.

Market  traders  dealing 
in  meat  products  and  confectionery  have  provided  portable  covered 
counter  fronts  for  the  protection  of  food.  Difficulty  is  still  being 
experienced  in  persuading  some  traders  in  respect  of  the  display 
of  name  and  address,  provision  of  means  for  washing  hands  and 
for  the  use  of  the  refuse  bins  provided.
